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A Chaucer Item 

In his review of my dissertation. Professor Moore expressed 
regret that I did not print the entry in which reference is made 
to Henry Gisors as Chaucer's deputy in the office of controller of 
the customs. 1 I have at last been able to verify my copy of this 
entry and give it herewith :

Et ideo vobis mandamus quod 
diledum nobis Henricuw Gisors quem idem Galfridus locum suura 
tenentem in officio predict coram nobis in cancellaria nostra 
deputauit cuius eciam s&CTamentum de officio illo bene et fideliter 
loco didi Galfridi faciendo cepimus ad officiura illud vice prefati 
Galfrio'i exequendura recipiatis et ipsura Henricura omnia que ad 
officiura predidum in portu predido pertinent vsque ad idem fes- 
tura omwiura sanctorum libere et absque impedimento aliquo facere 
et excercere permittatis. Ita semper quod idem Henricus in officio 
illo interim continue moretur et se bene et fideliter gerat in eodeni 
et rotulos suos officiura illud tangentes manu sua propria scribat. 
Volumus enim quod altera pars sigilli nosiri quod dieitur Coket 
in portu predict in custodia sua remaneat per tempus supradidum.
